ROME (UPI). — Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau said on Fri- 
day Pope Paul VI asked him to sup- 
port a Vatican proposal to inter- 
nationalize the of the 
Middle Bast rather than all of Je- 
rusalem. 

Mr. Trudeau, speaking at a news 
conference at the end of a three-dey 
official visit to Italy, said the pontiff, 
during an audience at the Vatican, 
“indicated that rather than the inter- 
nationalization of Jertisalem itself, a 
possible solution was the interna- 
tionalization of the holy places" in 
Israel and other parts of the Middle 
East. 

The Vatican, about a year ago, 
quietly dropped its call for inter- 
nationalization of Jerusalem and 
recently adopted the stance which 
the Pope suggested to Trudeau, Va- 
tican sources said. ᾿

Not 
only is this argument unfounded, he 
held further, but if it were allowed 
by the Supreme Court ft would lead 
to complete chaos in the field of 
taxation, with tax officlals making 
hasty, erroneous assessments, which 
could cost the State millions, and 
the Director correcting them at 
will without any basis in law.

to prevent avoidance of the inherit- 
ance, and other, taxes by last-minute 
gifte given by a donor on the 
threshold of death. The legislature 
had thus created a legal fiction 
which redounds to the disadvantage 
of the genuine beneficiary from a 
gift made within any period short 
of five years before the donor's 
death, when he had no thought or 
suspicion of any such forthcoming 
eventuality. In short therefore, it 
was the tax authorities who benefit- 
ed from windfalls, due to the fact 
that donors died less than five years 
after making their gifts. And the 
respondent in the present case, who 
had received a genuine gift from his 
mother more than three years be- 
fore her death, could not be said to 
have had a “windfall.” Not, continu- 
ed Justice Cohn, that he wished to 
deprecate the legal fiction created 
by the legislature. All that he wished 
to point out was that if created an 
artificial obligation which did not 
reflect the true state of affairs. 

In the circumstances, therefore, 
he held, he was not at all dismay- 
ed-at the thought of dismissing the 
present appeal. For the error com- 
mitted by “the minor official” had 
not given the respondent an un- 
warranted windfall, nor had it en- 
riched him unjustly. And while it 
is true that this error had caused 
a substantial loss to the Treasury, 
such losses occurred also when the 
Treasury allowed ex gratia reduc- 
tions in taxes in hard-pressed cases 
as a charitable gesture. And while 
he would certainly not encourage 
over-generous assessments based on 
error, he would also not discourage 
gestures inspired by charity and con- 
sideration for an individual hard 
case. For in the final analysis ge-

had argument, Justice Cohn held that he 
- ‘was prepared to accept his thesis 


that in general every administrative, 


- -authority has a natural right to cor- 
, rect its errors. But this rule was 


subject to at least two reservations: 
first, that the citizen had not al- 
ready acted on the strength of the 
original (erroneous) decision; and, 
secondly, that the principal or sub- 
sidiary legislature has not derogat- 
ed from this broad, natural right. 

As to the Supreme Court’s right 
to correct errors, concluded Justice 
Cohn, it is restricted by section 90 
of the Betterment Tax Law to cor- 
recting errors of law made by the 
Betterment Tax Appeals Commit- 
tee, attached to the District Courts, 
and this does not include the right 
to correct errors made by the tax 
authorities when such correction 
would be to the disadvantage of the 
taxpayer.
